Armed Forces Talks 


On October 23rd, Associate 
Headmaster Edmond J. Vach- 
on addressed a group of twenty- 
five junior and senior boys of 
Gould on “The Armed Services.” 
This was the first of -two talks 
on the subject which Mr. Vachon 
feels should fit into the school’s 
guidance program. 

The Associate Headmaster 
urged that anyone get as much 
education as -possible before fill- 
ing their military obligation. 
He pointed out that a carefully 
conducted personality inventory 
is taken of each candidate and 
the information recorded on ai 
new Form 20. This Form 20 
contains basic and vital inform- 
ation to one’s service assign- 
ments and achievements; there- 
fore, It should stress any talents 
one may have to insure him to 
a specialized position. 


He also strongly urged that 
spoken contracts not be too hea- 
vily relied upon. (He listed am- 
ong his reasons for not trusting 
"the spoken word,” openings in. 
The Table of Organization, per- J 
sonal ability, and complex ad- ! 
ministration. 

He pointed out that many 
people can continue their school- 
ing and fill their military obli- 
gaton simultaneously. Among 
ether -plans mentioned, Mr. 
Vachon discussed in detail the 
plan in Which the candidate 
trains for six months and then 
reports weekly to a home-town 
drill unit for five and a half 
vears. Advising those hoping 
to continue their education af- 
ter high school, he strongly rec- 
ommended on investigation of 
the iROTC.

Reviews 

The Russians in 1917 exchang- 
ed one harsh set of masters for 
another. This is the basic theory 
of George Orwell In *\Anlmal 
Farm.” In a brilliant simile, 
Orwell has created a farm in 
England where the animals, led 
by the smart pigs, have taken 
over from the farmer. He was 
a cruel master, and all the ani- 
mals feel better when he leaves. 
Because the pigs are the smart- 
est, they become the governing 
body. Strange things begin to 
happen. The horse, who speaks 
out against autocratic rule, is 
found dead. In the space of a 
year or two, the lot of the com- 
mon animal has not changed. 
The only difference is that the 
pigs rule where once the farmer 
did. 

History as dim and misty as 
that of Arthurian England can 
(be almost anything that an au- 
thor cares to make it. Perhaps 
the most delightful picture of 
life in this age has been created 
by T. H. White in “The Once 
and Future King.” This is not 
a story of strong tonights on 
fwhite horses who always kill 
four-headed blobs and cam the 
love of fair maidens in the pro- 
cess. It is rather the story of 
zany, zesty characters who quest 
about England in a slight men- 
tal fog. One meets Merlin, who 
keeps an owi in his hat, King 
Pellinore, whose armor doesn’t 
work right, and Sir Ector, who 
believes “the battle of Criry 
was won upon the playing fields 
of Gamelot.” The story, while 
burning down the lofty ideas one 
gets of knights and ladies, nev- 
er is Slapstick or in bad taste. 
It is at times funny, sad, drole, 
gay, philosophical and always 
Interesting.
